LIVES IN STORM 


How more than 100 persons escaped 
the fury of the hurricane in the Lake 
Okeechobee district by taking refuge 
in a houseboat is told in a message 
received Saturday by Dr. O. N. Har- 
den, of Cornelia, from his brother, 
Dr. W. A. Harden, of South Bay, 
Florida. 

Dr. Harden, with 114 other citi- 
zens of South Bay, which is on the 
lake locks, crowded into the boat 
which was secured to the locks by 
steel cables. Through the hours that 
the winds were lashing the little town 
they huddled in the boat. 

When they emerged it was to find 
only four buildings remained stand- 
ing and about 200 of their fellow 
townsmen drowned or killed by fal!- 
ing roofs and walls. The _ refugees 
were forced to abandon their home 
and went to Lake Worth to join hun- 
dreds of other sufferers.

joint committee and is executive di- 
rector of the National Electric Light 
association, which, he explained, is

Governor Smith also laid down a 
barrage on Roy O. West, present sec- 
retary of the interior, and H. Edmund 
Machold, the new chairman of the 
New York state republican committee. 

“West,” he said, “for almost a 
quarier of a century, had‘ been closely 
identified with important power com- 
panies,” and the nominee asked: 

“Is it not a fair argument to as- 
sume that such an appointment indi- 
cates a spirit of unfriendliness, if not 
hostility, on the part of the republican 
party in the nation to those who stand 
for public ownership and control of 
the God-given resources of the na- 
tion?” 

As for Machold, the nominee re- 
ferred to him as “the most bitter op- 
ponent of public ownership and con- 
trol of waterpower” in New York 
state. He said Machold “used all bis 
influence and strength in the legisla- 
ture to oppose the adoption of a con- 
structive, forward looking program of 
state ownership and control, and until 
the very day he was selected state 
chairman was affiliated with many of 
the largest private waterpower compa- 
nies in the state.”

In the past I have stated that there 
is a lack of understanding of the

Electric Energy. 


Electric energy is developed two 
ways, either through steam generated 
by coal or from falling water. 
Throughout the United States today 
there is sufficient water running to 
waste to generate, without the use of 
a single pound of coal, electrical 
energy sufficient to meet the needs of 
large sections of this country. Fall- 
ing water has often been referred to 
as white coal. It is possible to ex- 
haust the resources of a coal mine, 
but it is reasonable to suppose that 
water will flow on forever. 

Let me give you some facts and 
figures that will bring strongly to 
your attention the possibilittes of wa- 


terpower development. At Niagara 


Falls, in the state of New York, the 
Niagara Power company, in a three- 
story building covering a little more 
than an ordinary city block, with a 
minimum of expense for operation, 
generates 700,000 horsepower. 
Example is Given. 

In order to get an idea of what 
700,000 horsepower of — electrical 
energy means, let us take the city of 
New York, with its many industries 
using electrical energy, its large num- 
ber of department stores, residences 
and theaters. In fact, all of the elec- 
trical energy used on Manhattan 
island south of Fifty-ninth street and 
trom the north to the east rivers is 
tupplied by the New York Edison 
company’s waterside station at the 
foot of Kast Thirty-sixth street. It 
is estimated by electrical engineers 
that on December 21 the fan 4 load 
of electrical energy is carried. This 
generating station is an eight-story 
building, covering two full city blocks 
and on that day produces 375,000 
horsepower. 


— in mind that the energy so 
pr*liuced requires the hauling of coal 
from the mines of Pennsylvania to 
tidewater and presents quite some 
problem in cost of maintenance and 
operation by contract with the small 
plant where the wheels are turned by 
falling water and requires but the 
necessary number of men to oil the 
machinery. It must therefore be ap- 
parent that electrical energy generati- 
ed from falling water should be sold 
to the ultimate consumer at a much 
cheaper rate than the same amount 
of energy generated from steam. 
Many Possible Sites. 
Throughout the United States there 
are great possible power sites. I view 
them as God-given resources of the 
country. I make the claim that the 


* forehanded 


benefit of their development should 
accrue to the people themselves and 
that we should not permit them to 
fall into private hands for private de- 
velopment, which means private gain 
at the expense of all the users of the 
energy. 

That private monopoly has its eyes 
upon these possible developments there 
can be no question. My own state 
of New York offers an example and. 
I am reasonably certain the same con- 
ditions prevail throughout the coun- 
try at every possible source of power 
development. 

Private power companies drained 
Niagara Falls until the scenic beauty 
of that wonder of the world was 
threatened and as far back as 195 
the federal government entered 
a treaty with the Dominion of Can- 
ada to limit the diversion of water 
from the Niagara river above the falls 
in order to prevent it from being de- 


aepoiled by the private water power | 


corporations of New York state. 


Horace McFarland, president of the 
National Civie federation, speaking of 
New York’s record with regard to 
her water power, before my adminis- 
trations, said that “the state itself 
had jobbed out all the sacred glories 
of Niagara for no return or recom- 
pense whatever to the people.” 

Power Combines. 


The great power combines, balked 
by the Burton act in 1907, sought 
control of the possible power devel- 
opments on the St. Lawrence river 
by the incorporation of a development 
company under specia! act of the leg- 
islature. After practically giving 
away the great power resources at 
the St. Lawrence, the state in the 
saime year adopted a policy of public 


development under public contro] and | 


under public ownership. ‘The story 
of the desire of private companies to 
gain control of the state's water re- 
sources is too long and too detailed 


for me to recite to you tonight. It 


suffices for me to say that today these 
power resources are the property of 
the state of New York, because of my 
insistent demand over a period of ten 
years that development be by 
state itself under state ownership and 
state control. 


Development has been halted  be- 
cause of the insistent demand of the 
republican party in New York state 
that the water power resources of 
the state he leased to private indi- 
viduals under long term leases.

Smith in his message answer- 
ing this charge strongly contends that 
the validity of the Volstead act with- 
in the state of New York is in no wise 
impaired by such repeal = except 
through the closing of the state courts 
to the prosecution of offenders. He 
insists that the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act are under the 
constitution integral parts of the law 
of each state and that responsibility 
of state and local officers to enforce 
the dry law is therefore undiminished. 
The repeal of the state enforcement 
act, Smith therefore contends, can 
not reasonably be construed as nulli- 
fication any more than the failure to 
enact state laws to enforce other fed- 
eral statutes. 

Proposals Simple. 


From the standpoint of practical 
results such statistics as are available 
do not indicate that the repeal of the 
Mullan-Gage law made much differ- 
ence in the wetness of the state of 
New York. That state, like others 
in which a majority of citizens do not 
favor prohibition, has never been dry 
any more than Vennsylvania was dry 
during the period when Governor Pin- 
chot and General Smedley Butler were 
exerting themselves to the utmost to 
make it so.

Milledgeville, Ga., September 22. 
(Special.)—Approximately 350 hours 
after he had been indicted by the 
grand jury, doors of the Georgia state 
prison closed behind George W. For- 
rester, Atlanta financier, late this 
afternon following his arrival here 
by automobile in custody of Fulton 
county officers and accompanied by 
two friends. 

Farlier in the day, in Atlanta, For- 
rester, whose shortages are said to 
have . approximated $400,000, was 
sentenced to serve from three to eleven 
years on three indictments charging 
larceny after trust and cheating and 
swindling. 

Friends Accompany Prisoner. 

The prison party arrived here at 
5:30 o'clock, Eastern time (4:50 At- 
lanta time.) -It consisted, besides 
Forrester, of George Brown, president 
of the Georgia Savings Bank and 
Trust company, and Rutherford Lips- 
comb-Patillo Insurance company, of 
Atlanta, and Fulton County Deputies 
J. B. Smith and J. F. Lewis. 

When the prisoner was officially 
adinitted to the penal institute he 
spoke to Superintendent B, H. Dun- 
away, telling the state farm head 
that he intended to “make a model 
prisoner” and to “do a man’s work.” 

“IT shall try to make the best of 
it,” he said laconically. 

Superintendent Dunaway said Sat- 
urday night that he would not as- 
sign Forrester to any work of any 
nature for a few days. 

Will Be Given Light Work. 

“He appears to be in no condition 
for work as he is,” the official told 
newspapermen Saturday night. ‘In 
a few days I will assign him to some 
sort of light employment.” 

Forrester appeared nervous, 
and worried. He spoke but little and 
sat silently on his cot in a general 
eorridor, together with several other

News.)—The difficulties of the re 
publican political situation in 
parts of New England and steps for 
correcting them were discussed at 
the white house today when Herbert 
Hooter was invited to lunch with 
President Coolidge. 

Mr. Coolidge returned this morning 
from a two-day New England trip 
during which he obtained first-hand 
knowledge of conditions in Massa- 
chusetts and adjoining states. 

He invited Hoover to lunch with 
him after the republican presiden- 
tial nominee had received a personal 


report from Chairman Hubert Work, 
of the republican national committee, 
who returned from Boston this morn- 
ing after a series of conferences with 
Massachusetts republican leaders. 

What Mr. Coolidge said to Hoover 
was hidden behind the veil which pro- 
tects white house conferences, but 
Work, who was not optimistic, de- 
clared “The New England organiza- 
tion 18 getting along much better than 
l had expected, but it is too early to 
make prediction.” He added: “Of 
course we have a battle on our bands. 
I am hopeful of success.” 


Coolidge Maintains Deep Silence. 


Most republican leaders here say 
privately they consider Massachusetts 
the most doubtful of all the states. 
Most say they believe they have a 
better chance of carrying New York 
than Massachusetts. And. Senator 
George Moses, eastern chief, has re- 
peatedly expressed pessimism about 
Massachusetts. The leaders are Jook- 
ing to the president to do something 
which will help the Hoover-Curtis 
ticket in the Bay State where the 
textile industry has been suffering 
depression. 

What Mr. Coolidge will do is a mat- 
ter of speculation even among Hoo- 
vers inner council and among friends 
of Mr. Coolidge. Arrangements were 
made for the president to open the 
republican radio campaign with a 
speech from the white house Septem- 
ber 14, but later the president turned 
thumbs down on the plan. His friends 
say he wants to help but he does not 
want to lay himself open to a charge 
of using the presidency for political] 
purposes, although some presidents in 
the past have urged voters to express 
their views through the ballot. 

It is hoped yet by Hoover’s friends 
that the president will see his way 
clear to make at least one speech, 
by radio or otherwise. 

Representative Hamilton Fish, re- 
publican, New York, gave Hoover a 
roseate report of the situation in 
New York, announcing in a statement 
later “There has been a marked im- 
provement in the republican situation 
there since August.” Fish predicted 
the state attorney general, Albert Ot- 
tinger, would be the republican nom- 
inee for governor.

Two Cotton Industries at 
Hogansville To Be Tak- 
en Over by LaGrange In- 


terests. 
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LaGrange, Ga., September 
(Special.)—The Calumet Cotton Mills, 
a corporation with Cason J. Callaway 
at its head, will take over the two 
eotton mills in Hogansville and the 
one here known as the New England 
Sonthern mills, for operation Monday 
morning, according to an announce- 
ment today by Hatton Lovejoy, of 
the law. firm of Lovejoy & Mayer, 
representing Callaway. 

The deal was consummated by the 
New England stockholders at a meet- 
ing held in Boston, which was head- 
quarters for the old corporation. The 
purchase is to involve $1,500,- 
000 plus inventory, which is expected 
to run the purchase price close to 


$3,000,000. 

Representatives from Boston are 
to arrive here this week and together 
with representatives of the Callaway 
interests will take the inventory. Final 
arrangements of the deal will prob- 
ably be closed Wednesday. At the 
present time Cason Callaway is in 
New York, where he is expected to 
confer with representatives of the 
New England NSouthern mills. 

Negotiations for the purchase of 
the mills here and in Hogansville are 
said to have been opened June 1, 1927. 

The Callaway offer for the mills is 
understood to have been accepted by 
the directors of the New England 
Southern mills and referred to the 
stockholders for confirmation. 

Practically the same. policies and 
the same operatives of the mill as 
was under the old management will 
be maintained under the new manage- 
ment, according to the plans being 
outlined. The welfare of the employees 
under the Callaway regime will re- 
ceive the same careful attention as it 
has in the past.

SOUGHT WET VOTE 


Manager of Former Presi- 
dential Candidate 
Claims He Deleted Dry 
Plank in Platform. 


Former Senator Robert L. Owen, 
of Oklahoma, who attacked Governor 
Al Smith, democratic presidential 
candidate, for his connection with 
Tammapy and his “wet” reeord in his 
speech at the Atlanta theater Friday 
night, not only was a candidate for 
the presidency in 1924, despite his 
denial, “but wasn’t so particular 
then,” as to his backers and “would 
have been tickled to death to have 
had Tammany or any other support,” 
according to a statement telegraphed 


to The Constitution Saturday by w.] 


C. Geers, of Oklahoma City, who man- 
aged the senator's presidential cam- 
paign at the New York convention. 

Mr. Geers charges in his telegram 
that Owen even went so far as to 
delete a “dry” plank from his plat- 
form in order to make it acceptable 
to the New York and other eastern 
delegations. 

“Just to keep the record straight,” 
says the message, “allow me to say 
that if Senator Owen stated that he 
was not a candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1924, that statement was un- 
true. Senator Owen has been a can- 
didate for the presidency for the last 
12. years.” 

Mr. Geers’ telegram follows: 

“Just read a dispatch from Atlanta 
to the effect that former Senator 
Owen, Oklahoma, had attacked Goy- 
ernor Alfred Smith on his Tammany 
recopd and also his ‘wet’ record, 

“Just to keep the record straight 
allow me to say that if Senator Owen 


stated that ‘he was not a candidate for 
the presidency in 1924,’ that statement 
is untrue.

Massive in its proportions and al- 
most severe in the simplicity of its 
lines, the new dining hall at the 
Georgia School of Technology today 
stands completed, marking the fulfill | 
ment of another step in the ambitious | 
program of building and expansion 
now being carried out by the insti- 
tution, 

The dining hall, central figure of 
the new group development of build 
ings at the school, was thrown open 
Saturday night from 8 to 10 o'clock 
that it might be inspected by alumni, 
students and friends of the sehool. 
Monday morning it will be officially 
opened for the students, 1.000 of 
whom will be served within the space 
of an hour. three times daily. 

The building was erected at a cost 
of $125,000. The building commit- 
tee, acting for the board of trustees, 
was composed of Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
chairman: John W. Grant and “Chip” 
Robert. In addition to regular funds 
aside for building - purposes, the 
(georgia Tech Athletie association 
contributed a substantial amount to- 
ward the cost of execution, 

Red Brick Exterior. 

The exterior is of red brick with 
limestone trim, suggestive of the Eng- 
lish collegiate tvpe of arehitecture and 
harmonizing with the style adopted 
in the construction of two dormitories 
in the outlined group of which the din- 
ing hall is the central figure. Future 
plans eall for the erection of two 
more dormitories on the northern side 
of the new hall to complete the group. 

The building is surmounted in the 
center by a large, massive tower <le- 
signed with the view in mind of iIn- 
stallation of chimes -at a later date. 
On the second floor of the tower, just 
off the baleony, located a private 
dining room, beautifully furnished, for 
the use of President M. IL. Krittain 
in entertaining visitors and trustees. 
A beautiful table. built especially for 
this room, was constructed in the 
Creorgia Tech woodshops under the di- 
rection of Professor J. H. THlenika. 

The new structure situated’ on 
Techwoed drive, across from Grant 
field, and is a "Tech -proposition in 
its entirety. The contractors were the 
George A. Clayton company, of which

The building, as were the 
two dormitories, were designed by 
Harold Bush-Brown, head of the de- 
partment of architecture at Tech, and 
J. Herbert Gailey, a member of the 
arehitectual department, assisted by 
other department members. Fixtures 
were matle at Teach in the meehani- 
eal engineering depariment, textile de- 
partment and ceramics department, 
Style of Baronial Hall. 

The interior of the hall with its 
lofty ceiling and hammer-beam 
trusses, follows, in the main, the lines 
of the English medieval baronial hall, 
This style has been reproduced faith- 
fully with one exception, in that what 
corresponds to the “‘minstrel’s gallery” 
is situated in the center of the hall, 
instead of being placed at one end. 
This baleony will be reserved for the 
use of the faculty, affording a la carte 
service. For the students the ecafe- 
teria system will be used. the latest 
ideas having been put into use, and 
it is confidently expected to prove the 
ideal arrangement in actual practice. 
The hall itself has a width of 35 feet 
and is 150 feet long, while the over- 
all dimensions are approxinfately 100 
by 150 feet. 

A large stained glass window is to 
be installed at one end of the hall 
at an approximate cost of $6,000. The 
cost is to be divided among thesfour 
classes and the seniors already have 
subscribed their share, which will pro- 
vide for the immediate installation of 
the central panel. This panel will car- 
ry out the past, present and future 
accomplishments of architecture and 
engineering. Dr. M. L. Brittain, presi- 
dent of the sehool. has conceived a 
plan whereby alumni, trustees and pa- 
trons of the school will contribute the 
necessary funds for the installation of 
stained glass windows throughout. 

The dining hall is under the diréc- 
torship of J. W. Jefferies who, after 
an extended trip throughout the north 
and middle west, during which time 
he visited the dining Mal!s of many 
large universities, is convinced that 
the Tech hall is one of the finest of 
its kind.

Des Moines, Iowa., September 22.— 
Senator Curtis, at Spencer, found 
Smith’s Omaha speech had fired many 
northern Jowa farm voters, but lead- 
ers assured him the republican cause 
was by no means lost in that strong 
MeNary-Haugen territory.

Sharp reply to democratie farm-heck- 
lers drew expressions of contrast with 
Smith’s quiet- answer to the full page 
heckling ad in Omaha. 

First returns of a state poll by the 
Des Moines Register and Tribune, in 
conjunction with 182 Iowa weekly 
newspapers, show a decided tendency 
toward Hoover, ’ 

Smith carried seven of 99 counties. 
In early returns Hoover got 10,660 
votes, Smith 6,641. The returns 
showed that northern Iowa, where 
McNary-Haugen sentiment is strong, 
is the battleground. 

Henry A. Wallace, editor of “Wal- 
lace’s Farmer,” has encouraged the 
democrats by praising Smith’s farm 
attitude. Prominent farm union lead- 
ers meeting here renewed their criti- 
cism of the republican administration 
and candidates. A few influential 
democratic drys of Des Moines have 
organized a Hoover club, planning to 
extend it throughout the state. 

Nebraska. 

Omaha, Neb., September 22.—Smith 
made as deep an impression here by 
his outspoken attitude on all matters 
brought to his attention as by his dis- 
cussion of farm relief. It was the 
first time the west had seen him in 
action. He pleased the great majority. 

Republicans believe he hasn't come 
out squarely for the MeNary-Haugen 
bill, while democrats see a definite 
pledge to help bring about legislative 
action for agriculture. Denjocratic 
leaders believe Smith is materially 
stronger. His reception in other Ne- 
braska towns was a repetition of en- 
thusiasm here, 


Definite action by state German so-

Senator Howell. republiean, is op- 
posed by Metcalfe, democrat. Both 
are dry. The state has four demo- 
cratic congressmen, all dry. The sec- 
ond district is likely to elect a liberal 
democrat. 

Lineoln, Neb., September 22. 
Democrats appraise highly the value 
of Smith’s Omaha address. Republiec- 
ans say they worry less about what 
Smith said, or the impression made, 
than about the foreign vote. Missouri 
Synod Lutherans are said to be solid- 
lv for Smith. The Missouri Synod is 
made up largely of Germans. Recent 
state polls have shown two to one and 
seven to fom for Hoover. One poll 
shows that 450 democrats who voted 
for Davis are voting for Smith. An- 
other shows 49S democrats voting for 
Hoover, and 146 republicans voting for 
Smith. 

Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas. 

St. Louis, Mo.. September 22.—Mlis- 
souri is distinctly doubtful. This is 
the real opinion of both parties. Smith 
will carry St. Louis, which gave Cool- 
idge 43,000 in 1924, unless every pres- 
ent sign fails. His plurality in this 
city depends on organization. 

Religion and the wet question are 
handicapping Smith seriously in dry 
rural Missouri, Republican surveys 
and admissions of democratic leaders 
indicate a heavy trend against Smith 
in his own parfy in the country sec- 
tions. 

Republican “leadérs ihsist Hoover 
will come to St. Louis with 50,000 
to 75.000 majority. Estimates of 
Smith’s probable plurality in St. Louts 
range between 5,000 and 50,000. That 
Smith will carry St. Louis is not seri- 
ously disputed by republican organiza- 
tion leaders, but they insist Hoover's 
upstate lead will overcome this. 

Kansas City, Mo., September 22.— 
With Smith campaigning in the farm 
region of the Mississippi, leaders of 
both sides are awaiting the reaction 
among voters. Meantime a revolt o! 
democrats in rural Missouri is report- 
ed gathering impétus, and may offset 
Smith’s gain among republican wets 
in St. Louis. Smith’s invasion of 
Kansas is generally regarded as a 
“waste: of time.” 

Oklahoma shows little change, but 
democrats count on Smith's speech at 
Oklahoma City to bring the state to 
democratic normaley. <A bitter fight 
on the state ticket continues, and may 
have eonsiderable bearing on the No- 
vember vote. 

Texas shows 6.000 voters attending 
a republican ray at Abilene. Hoo- 
ver has a slight edge in the north and 
west regions, while Smith will earry 
the south easily. Anti-Smith demo- 
erats are active in a dozen counties 
in the central part. At this time 
democratic victory appears certain un- 
less the anti-Smithites get more steam 
behind their drive. whiclr is doubted. 
Vivtually all candidates for senate anil 
house in this region are dry. The 
prohibition issue will he confined large- 
iy to the presidential result. 


Denver, Colo., September 22.—At 
present sentiment in Coloratlo and 
Wyoming seems to favor Hoover. Un- 
til the Affect of -Smith’s appearance 
has bee ascertained, no accurate fore- 
cast can be made. The extent of the 
appeal of hhis campaign arguments and 
his personality will determine his 
standing with the rank and file of 
Colorado and Wyoming voters. 

Normally, Colorado and Wyoming 
are republican and dry. Colorado is 
concerned especially with the tariff, 
which protects the sugar beet indus- 
try, most important industry in the 
state. Wyoming is interested in the 
tariff on wool. 

The reception given Smith and the 
reaction to his speeches offer a good 
line on his chances in Colorado and 
Wyoming. Undoubtedly he has con- 
siderable -Hoover sentiment to over- 
come, If he doesn't succeed on this

STATION LICENSE 
PERIOD EXTENDED 


Washington, September 22.—(#)— 
Extension of the life of broadcasting 
station licenses from the three, months 
period now prescribed by the radio 
law to six months or a year will be 
sought when congress again takes up 
the broadcasting problem this winter. 

The 1928 amendment to the radio 
act of 1927 extends the authority of 
the federal radio commission until 
March 16, 1929, and stipulates that 
licenses be granted owners of broad- 
casting stations for 90 days. Last 
winter the National Association of 
Broadcasters sought to persuade the 
authors of ‘the amendment to provide 
a longer license period, but radio leg- 
islation leaders were opposed to any 
extension, at least until the commis- 
sion had worked out the equal allo- 
cation of stations. 

_ With the new allocation effective in 
November, the broadcasters plan to re- 
new their efforts to obtain longer li- 
censes. They point out that the 
broadcaster who has been granted 


-permission to operate his station onty

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Air Transportation Has “Arrived” 
In America, Writes Lindbergh 


BY CHARLES A. LINDSERG#. 


TEX years ago a group of men got 

into an airplane at Curtiss field 
on Long Island to fly to Washington, 
in the hope of establishing an air 
line. It was not a long flight, nor 
a difficult one, and it is made fre- 
quently now even in bad weather. 
fut air transport was new then and 
eross-country flying was largely a 
matter of guesswork. 

One of the best pilots in the country 
was at the controls. Airplane com- 
passes were rare in those days, and 
other instruments now in common use 
had not been invented. The plane 
ran into fog and after flying for some 
time the pilot found a hole and came 
out over a city that looked like Wash- 
ington, 

“There's the capitol,” he said. “And 
there are a lot of other buildings that 
look like some in Washington. Sut 
where's the Potomac?’ 

‘There was some doubt about it be- 
ing Washington, but the plane was 
running out of gas and the pilot de- 
cided to land. There was not any 
landing field, but he finally managed 
to come down safely on an empty, 
smooth place in a cemetery. The city 
turned out to be Harrisburg, Pa. 

Tho was the history of much of the 
early cross-country flying in embryo 
transport lines. Most of them died 
in infaney. The records of many early 
routes are followed by the word “‘dis- 


continued.”

There were several reasons for these 
early failures. Airplanes were not 
safe enough. People did not want to 
fly. The art of cross-country flying 
had not been learned at all, and still 
onty pilots who have made a careful 
study of it are able to fly through all 
kinds of weather—except low fog— 
to their destination. 

When people did take to the air it 


believed in using the airplane as a 
of the first lines were over the water.

Number of Traffic Officers 
Inadequate, Auto Body Says 


Urging immediate adoption of a 
uniform traffie ordinance for America 
as a whole, the American Automobile 
association Saturday published fig- 
ures on a nation-wide survey of 
that the increase in the number of 
traffie control conditions, showing 
traftie officers has not kept pace with 
the increase of motor vehicles. 

Some of the facts brought out by 
the survey are listed as follows: 

1. There are on the average. 1, 
000 automobiles to every traffie of- 
ficer in the metropolitan areas of the 
country, as compared with 500° per 
officer ten vears ago. 

2. Car registration cities

covered by the survey increased 526 
per cent as compared with an increase 
of S8 per cent in the number of 
traffie officers in the ten-year period. 
Ouly five cities—Boston, Mass, ; 
Louisville, Ky.; Worcester, Mass. ; 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Duluth, Minn., 
showed a percentage of increase in 
traffic control personnel equal to the 
gain in car registration.

The survey.is based on a question- 
naire addressed by the safety depart- 
ment of the AAA to the police de 
partments of 50 cities, ranging in 
population from 50,000 to over 3,000,- 
VOO, from 28 of which detailed re- 
turns were secured. 

Responsibility Increased. 

“One conclusion,’’ said the national 
motoring body, “stands out. It is per- 
fectly apparent that the responsibility 
of the average traffic officer has 
greatly increased in recent years. It 
is true, of course, that mechanical 
control has to some extent acted as 
a substitute for personnel, but this 
has been largely offset by the increas- 
ed complexity of traffie regulations. 

“More traffic personnel 
necessary in the interest of law en- 
forcement, but what is needed above 
all is the simplification of driving con- 
ditions. This can be accomplished 
through the universal adoption of the 
uniform municipal traffic ordinance. 
It is to be expected that apart al- 
together from what it will do to pro- 
mote safety, the adoption of the code 
will lessen the urgency for the in- 
crease in traffic control personnel, 
which it is clear has lagged behind 
the needs of the situation.” 

The AAA statement continues: 

“Ten years ago there were 2.12 
traffie officers to everv 1,000 motor 
vehicles registered, while today the 
average has decreased to .983 to every 
1,000 motor vehicles. 

“This condition is further compli- 
cated bv the fact that hundreds upon 
hundreds of traffie rules and regula- 
tions have been thrown into the civie 
hoppers and bewildered the motorist 
to the extent that he is baffled in 
meeting the changing conditions. 

“The situation revealed in the sur- 
vey shows in a definite way the 
need for unifermity in the basie rules 
in governing traffic, in order that the 
car owner may give maximum co- 
operation to traffie authorities.”

PRICES OF COTTON 
RALLY FOR WEEK 


New York, September 22.—(/)—An 
increased demand developed in the cot- 


ton market below the 17 1-2 cent level 
and after selling off to 17.25 for Jan- 
uary contracts on Wednesday, or into 
new low ground for the’ movement, 
oe rallied sharply late in the week. 

he appearance of the tropical storm 
in Florida and Atlantic coast sections 
led to considerable covering during the 
earlier part of the week, but failed to 
inspire any general or aggressive buy- 
ing, and offerings increased as the 
storm passed out of the belt. 

The selling was supposed to include 
considerable hedging as well as fur- 
ther liquidation of old long accounts, 
and selling in @nticipation of further 
declines under the weight of the move- 
ment, but there was more trade buying 
as prices worked lower, and offerings 
tapered off later in the week. 


Absorb Pressure. 


This made it look as if the improve- | 


ment reported in trade demand had 
heen sufficient to absorb the imme- 
diate pressure of offerings in the 
south, and as prices steadied, the at- 
tention of traders seemed to turn more 
toward the consideration of bullish 
features. ‘The latter included reports 
of,damage to the crop in the storm 
area of the Atlantic belt, while there 
were also reports of further deteriora- 
tion in sections of Texas which com- 
plained of root rot and cotton dying. 


Boll Rot Promoted. 


In addition to the reports of direct 
storm damage in the eastern belt, the 
- wet weather was said to have pro- 
moted boll rot, while there were con- 
tinued reports of weevil damage or 
poor lint outturns from scattering sec- 
tions of the belt. These complaints 
evidently created uncertainty as to 
the probable showing of the next gov- 
ernment crop report which will give 
conditions as of October 1 and the 
firm technical position of the market 
no doubt contributed to the advance. 

Dearish sentiment was still more or 
less in evidence toward the end of 
the week and the advance was refer- 
red to in some quarters as a technical 
rally, but bullish views were more 
freely expressed than previously since 
the recent decline started and in some 
cases appeared to be based upon com- 
parisons of the indicated available sup- 
ply of about 19 1-2 million bales for 
the season and the prevailing price 
as compared with last season’s supply 
of around 20 1-2 million and average 
value of middling. Two private re- 
ports on ginning prior to September 
16 were published, one estimating it 
at 2,510,000 and the other at 2,546.,-

Incinerator Important

The chimney-fed incinerator in one 
of the outstanding conveniences for 
homes developed in recent years. It 
provides a sanitary and efficient’ so- 
lution of the problem of garbage and 
waste disposal. 

In homes without this convenience 
the handling and disposal of garbage 
is a disagreeable task on which house- 
wives waste both time and energy. 
The garbage cans used in these homes 
attract flies, mosquitoes and vermin 
and fertile breeding places for disease 
germs. The accumulation of rubbish 
in the cellars and is an ever 
present menace to health and a dan- 
gerous fire hazard. Only by destroy- 
ing this garbage and rubbish on the

spot—in the home where it is created 

—will garbage cans and rubbish, with 

their attendant evils, be banished. 
The chimney-fed incinerator takes 


care of the garbage and all household 
waste without the use of gas or other 
commercial. fuel. The combustible 
waste deposited in the handy hopper 
door in the kitchen is all the fuel re- 
quired. 

This waste falls down a flue to the 
incinerator in the basement, which 
consists of a. brick combustion cham- 
ber with fire brick lining, built with 
a special arrangement of grates and a 
by-pass flue to provide proper draft 
control necessary’ for complete and 
odorless combustion. The material on 
the grates is lighted at intervals (by 
balling up a newspaper, lighting it 
and dropping it down through the 
hopper door) and is destroyed by 
burning. Tin cans and other non- 
combustibles are flame sterilized and 
dropped into the ash pit for later re- 
moval with the ashes.

Concrete Blolcks 
Well Suited For 
W all Construction 


Stucco Recommended as Fin- 
ish; Furring Inside Need- 


ed; Laid Up Quickly. 


BY ARTHUR BATES LINTOLN. 
Concrete blocks made strictly ac- 


cording to the tested formulas of the 
American Concrete institute are ad- 
mirably suited fdr exterior wall con- 
struction. They are particuarly ap- 
propriate in a masonry house where 
the exterior wall finish is intended to 
be Portland cement stucco. The Port- 
land cement in the block and the stuc- 
co undereoat afford a strong bond 

The concrete blocks are laid up by 
the mason. In the small residence of 
average good construction the wall 
thickness is eight inches. The block of 
8 by 8 by 16-inch dimension is ade- 
quate for structural support, the loads 
not being excessive. 

A most satisfactory 


finish on a 


wall of this type is Portland cement 
stucco applied in three coats. ‘The 
scratch coat bonds firmly with the 
cement block. The brown second coat 
affords opportunity to level the wall 
surface eliminating any irregularities: 
and affording proper «base for the fi- 
nal coat with whatever color and tex- 
ture the style of the house or the 
taste of the owner may dictate, 

Because of the eight-inch thickness 
of wall it is advisable to apply fur- 
ring strips on the inside to which 
lath is applied. The air space atford- 
ed by- the depth of the furring neu- 
tralizes change in’ temperature be- 
tween inside and outside, and pre- 
vents any tendency of the interior 
walls to sweat. 

Large size of concrete block units 
enable the mason to lay up this wail 
with considerable speed. The hollow 
spaces in the block lighten the weight. 
Ends are coneave in standard block 
to afford an air space between blocks. 
Special square end blocks are used 
at corners on the best work.

Much larger than it appears to be 
from the front, this house is of mod)- 
fied colonial architecture, semi-bunga- 
low type. Sleeping chambers and bath 
upstairs, should a small family desire 
to construct this plan, need not be 
finished until the extra space is re 
quired; initial building cost could, iu 
this way, be reduced. 

In the event that the second floor 
is finished but the needs of the family 
are such that the larger room 1s not 
needed for use as a sleeping room, ‘it 
may be furnished as a billiard room. 
This room, being roughly twelve by 
thirteen feet, is large enough to ac- 
comodate a home billiard table, which 
would give pleasant diversion to each 
member of the family. 

Sweeping roof lines emphasize the 
slope of the plot and help to fit the 
house to its site.

Plastering and Lathing—Three-coat 
work over metal lath is recommended. 
A less expensive job may be obtgin- 
ed through the use of one-half-inch of 
plaster over metal lath or wood lath. 
Insulating lumber or plasterboard may 
be used if desired.

Berlin, September 22.—(NSpecial.)— 
“Woit till I shut the window.’ I 
did. When he had shut out the noise 
of the traffic he said: “Four years 
ago that would not have been neces- 
sary. There was no noise On Berlin 
streets then to disturb conversation 
in the offices.” Now, even on a side 
there was an 
racket and clatter and jar of wagons, 
trucks and taxis. which might com- 
pare favorably with Chicago's loop dis- 
trict. 

This is but one of a thousand evi- 
dences of the remarkable economic re- 
that Germany has made since 
the Dawes plan went into effect. Ger- 
many is busy. Her laborers are work- 
ing and her business men making 
money. DPre-war production has been 
reached and in many industries sur- 
All but a few hundred thou- 
sand of her increased population since 
the war have found their places in the 
economic life of the country. 

There are signs on every side of a 
people in a comfortable state of well 
being. They are well dressed. The 
eafes are full. theaters are well pat- 
renized and the stores are crowded. 
This. without regard to the much- 
talked-of night life of Berlin. This, 
like the night life of New York, is 
supported largely by people trom 
other parts of the country visiting 
in Berlin and spending accordingly. 
It should not be given too much 
weight as an index of prosperity. 

The present activity is not like the 
feverish spending of the pre-Dawes 
plan days when things were cheap 
and people wanted to get rid of money 
which was rapidly diminishing  1n 
Prices are high, not as high 
as New York, perhaps, but quite on 
a par with London and higher than 
the other countries of western Eu- 
rope. 3 

If there were no treaty of Ver- 
snilles, no Dawes plan and no repara- 
tions to be considered, Germany might 
be quite satisfied with her present 
economic situation. 


However, there are reparation pay- 
ments to be made—big ones. Begin- 
ning this month, Germany has to turn 
over to the agent general for repara- 
tions $600,000,000 a year. In every 
capital of Europe, as in America, one 
of the fundamental questions of in- 
ternational politics is “Can Germany 
continue to pay according to _ the 
Dawes schedule?’ Another is “Will 
Germany continue to pay?’ 

One may venture an answer to the 
second question. The policy—usually 
associated with the name of Ntrese- 
yjnann—of making a sincere and hon- 
est attempt to meet the payments of

She has used much of the 
borrowed money and has made it eas- 
ier to effect the transfer to foreign 
countries, just as the corporation in 
our example used the money received 
from the sale of its bonds. But so 
far Germany has paid her install- 
ments to the agent general out of a 
surplus production and not out of 
borrowed money.

\Tells of Markers 
[For Real Daughters 
| Mrs. W. C. Vereen. chairman of 


alts, We Daughters. issues the 
following report on markers for real! 
D. A. R. Daughters: 

“IT have had inquiries about markers 
for real daughters (that Daugh- 
ters of Revolutionary Soldiers and 
members of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution), also markers 
for daughters of the soldiers of the 
revolution. At the national congress 
in 1912 a bronze marker was adopted 
as the official emblem for the graves 
of real daughters. These markers are 
east trom the best standard of cop- 
per broyze. The size is nine inches 
by six inches, which will easily find 
a place on any monument. The meth- 
od of attaching the marker is simple, 
and consists of rough lugs, which are 
attached to the back and cemented in 
the stone. This method used 
attaching memorial tablets and do not 
show on the face. 

“In 1924 the national society adopt- 
ed an/ official marker tor the *‘Dauch- 
ters Of Revolutionary Soldiers’.

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After School Begins 


“The Happiest Days of All’’---Reminisces the Parent Sentimentally, But . 
Whether His Child’s Schooldays Are Actually Happy, Depends Largely 
Upon Intelligent Cooperation of Family and Teacher 


NTIL recently we have al- 
i ways thought that our entire 
contribution to our children’s 
education consisted in choos- 
ing a good school. Now we 
know that our responsibility 
is a far more active one. Through- 
out the year continual cooperation be- 
tween home and school is needed 
both for academic achievement and 
for the all-round growth of the child. 
By keeping well in touch with things 
it is possible to adjust minor difficul- 
ties before they become acute. Every 
child is a problem child now and then. 
His troubles may range from bad 
times with fractions to stuffing chalk 
down the ink wells. Both parent.and 
teacher must be prepared to under- 
stand and deal with-each need as it 
arises, from simple help with lessons 
to subtle redirecting of the mind and 
heart. 

To make school mean all that it 
should in the life of the growing child 
is a task worthy of the effort it re- 
quires. School is a small world in 
which he develops the powers he will 
possess when he is grown. Here is 
his chance to learn to do his job well 
and to be happy in doing it—surely 
a habit worth cultivating, since half 
of life is work. Here he must learn 
to work and play with others, and 
adjust himself to the give and take 
of social relationships and common 
undertakings. The school is such an 
obvious factor in the development of 
the child that we are likely to forget 
how profoundly the home influences 
both the child and the value of his 
school experience. 

Parents Should Visit. 

During the first weeks we had bet- 
ter visit the school and find out just 
what subjects our child is studying, 
what standards have been set, and 
how much, if any, home study Is ex- 
pected. With a clear idea in mind of 
the academic goals for which our child 
is headed, we will know when he be- 
gins falling behind in any of his sub- 
jects and can straighten him out. Only 
in this way. can we be sure that his 
progress will be consistent. 

Perhaps, as the school year gets un- 
der way, in spite of the fact that his 
study time has been conscientiously 
Observed, George is doing poorly in 
geography. His teacher -thinks that 
special help is needed. We will learn 
from her just how to go about it so 
that our way of teaching will not con- 
flict with that of the sclrool, thus add- 
ing to the confusion which already 
exists in George’s mind on the sub- 
ject of maps. But using the right 
method is no more important than 
applying it in the right spirit. Not 
for a moment will we let him feel 
that his need of. Special help is any 
reflection on his ability or his charac- 
ter. We will impress him with our 
own enthusiasm for the and 
our wish to have him learn and en- 
joy it, too. We will make him accept 
the hours we spend over maps to- 
gether as a mutual privilege. 

Good school work, however, 1s not 
our only concern. We want to be 
ready to meet wisely the problems of 
psychological adjustment to the 
school situation which are sure to arise 
during the course of the year. We 
mothers can learn a great deal about 
our children from fhe teacher who 
sees them with an objectivity almost 
impossible for a parent to acquire.

ment of the school, the teacher. sees 
the child react to the many phases of 
its life playing basketball, re- 
citing his lessons, dancing at the class 
party, learning a new dive, or plan- 
ning with his classmates the arrange- 
ments for the Staging of a play. Such 
activities bring sharply before. the 
teacher’s eye the quality of the child’s 
response to the complex demands of 
school life. 

We should avail ourselves of her 
special insight by establishing first of 
all a really frank and friendly rela- 
tionship with her. We can do it 
easily enough. Let us call on her at 
school and tell her how glad we will 
be of any suggestions she can make 
which will give our child a richer and 
a happier year. Let us visit her classes 
and show a sympathetic appreciation 
of her work. Let us invite her home 
to dinner and otherwise admit her mto 
our social life. 

The effects of such a truly friendly 
contact are threefold. The teacher 
understands much better than would 
otherwise be possible, the child with 
whose background she is familiar. 
Teacher and parent are able together 
to work out plans for the better de- 
velopment of the child. The child 
himself comes to regard his teacher 


as a friend, and is proud that his friend 
is a welcome guest at his home. 

Here are some questions which both 
mother and teacher should ask as a 
guide in evaluating the quality of the 
child’s school experience. 
like to go to school? Is he interested 
in his subjects for their own sake? 
Does he take an easy and natural part 
in the social life of the group? Does 
he have a wholesome pleasure in 
athletics? Are habits of self-reliance 
growing with the years? Does he 
work and play within the limits of his 
nervous and physical resources? If 
“No” is the answer to any of these, 
we ought to learn the reason why. 

It would be impossible here to touch 
on all the causes which may lie back 
of any given difficulty. There are no 
simple rules to go by. We can, how- 
ever, point out a few common causes 
and at the same time indicate possible 
ways of dealing with them. We must 
bear in mind that the same difficul- 
ties in different children may have 
sprung from entirely different causes.

AHEN I took charge of the 

| Criminal investigation depart- 

ment I was no novice in mat- 

ters relating to criminals and 

crime. In addition to expe- 

rience gained at the bar and 

on ‘the prison commission, Secret Serv- 

ice had kept me in close touch with 

“Scotland Yard’’ for twenty years. I 

thus entered my duties with very ex- 
ceptional. advantages. 

I was not a little surprised, the-e- 
fore, to find occasion to suspect that 
one of my principal subordinates was 
trying to impose upon me as though 
I were an ignoramus. For whenever 
any important crime occurred and | 
Set myself to investigate it a la Sher- 
lock Holmes he used to listen to me 
in a way that so many people listen 
to sermons-in church; and when I was 
done he would stolidly announce that 
the crime was the work of A, B, © or 
D, naming some of his stock heroes. 

But I soon found out that he was 
generally right. Great crimes are the 
work of great criminals and the great 
Criminal is a rare creature. 

And by “‘great crimes” I mean not 
crimes that loom large in the public 
view because of their moral heinous- 
ness, but crimes that are the work of 
Skilled and resourceful criminals. The 
problem is not to find the ottender 
in a population of many milltons, 
then, but to pick him out from amonz 
a few definitely known “spectilists” 
In the particular sort of crime under 
investigation. 

Volumes might be filled with cases 
to illustrate my meaning; but here 4 
very few suffice. It fell, upon one 
day, that a ‘‘ladder seateelicy. WAS 
committed at a country house in Che- 
Shire. It was the sy story. While 
the family were at dinner, the house 
was entered by means of a ftadder 
placed against a bedroom window, all 
outer doors and ground-floor windows 
having been fastened from outside by 
Screws or Wire or rope; and the wires 
were stretched across the lawn to bat- 
fle pursuit in case the thieves were dts- 
covered. The next day the chiet con- 
stable of the county called on me; tor, 
as he said, such a crime was beyond 
the capacity of provincial practition- 
ers, and he expected us to find the 
delinquents among our pets at Scot- 
land Yard. He gave me a vague de- 
Scription of two strangers who had 
been seen near the house the day be- 
fore, and in return I gave him three 
photographs. Two of these were 
promptly identified as the men who 
had come under observation. Arrest 
and conviction followed, and the 
criminals received ‘‘a punishment sutt- 
ed to their sin.” 

One of them was ‘“‘Quiet Joe;”’ the 
other, his special ‘‘pal.’”’ 

“Quiet Joe’? made a good income 
by the practice of his profession; but 
he was a thriftless fellow who spent 
his earnings freely, and never paid 
income tax. No ane can moralize on 
such cases as these. The criminals 
who keep society in a stage of siege 
are as strong as they are clever.

N Counter-Espionage there Is 
one axiom the truth of which 
is constantly being demon- 
strated—the improbable is 
often probable. Take, for 
example, a 420°shell, the 
gost colossal thing achieved by the 
'Austro-German artillery manufactur- 
ers, and the average Frenchman will 
say: ‘“‘As a weapon of destruction, 
this is perfect. Nothing could be bet- 
ter!’ Yet the Germans made some- 
thing much better! The glass-blow- 
ers in Thuringen far outdid Krupp, 
Skoda, and their corps of engineers! 

Thanks to these glass-blowers, Ger- 
man agents in foreign countries pos- 
sessed an infernal machine that, to 
judge from results, was a hundred 
times more destructive than even the 
420’s. And you could carry it in 
your pocket! It weighed exactly 50 
grammes! But it could, if the enemy 
so desired, blow up a factory, a canal 
(some of these were vitally important 
to us), a powder factory, a ship, or 
a munition dump. It—it was a pen- 
cil! 

You know as well as 1 do that a 
pencil doesn’t take up much room. 
You can leave it anywhere . . . even 
In a pocket, when that pocket isn’t 
yours, or in a brief case . . . when 
the brief case doesn’t belong to you! 
It was unfortunate that those pencils 
were always turning up—sometimes 
they were discovered in a consign- 
ment of cotton, sometimes in the mid- 
dle of a munitions dump! Certainly 
those were strange pencils . . . pen- 
cils! 

A Significant Article. 

I first got wind of them when |] 
was in Switzerland—the exact date 
was August 19, 1916—as I opened

‘“‘The expert proceeded to open one 
of these objects and discovered that 
it would explode anywhere—even un-

A Key to the Solution. 

In the third one I read this: ‘“‘As 
soon as the fire was out, we rum- 
maged about in the ashes but found 
nothing suspicious. Nevertheless, sev- 
eral half-burned bundles had an-acid 
small. A half-burned pencil stub that 
was found on the ground smelled very 
strongly of the same acid. . _ 

Further this report states: ‘‘No sus- 
picicus looking strangers were seen in 
the district. Four automobilists did 
stop for lunch at the Commerce res- 
taurant. There is no reason to sus- 
pect them, however, as the fire did not 
break out until they had left.” 

Three facts seemed worth remem- 
bering: (1) The presence of automo- 
bilists each time; (2) The fire never 
Started before they left town; (3)

‘In outward appearance the pencil 
resembles any other pencil that may 
be sharpened by unwinding a strip of 
paper that exposes the lead and serves 
the same purpose as the wood of an 
crdinary pencil. A little way up, the 
lead—which is either red or blue— 
Serves as a stopper for a tiny glass 
tube that contains a combustible tluid 
of tremendous strength. When a cer- 
tain portion of the pencil is unraveled, 
air is let into the glass tube and in fif- 
teen or twenty minutes it reaches the 
chemicals; this automatically produces 
a heat of incredible intensity and the 
fire spreads with a speed impossible 
to describe.” 

The report closes with these words: 

“This kind of, crime is especially 
loathsome because its perpetrator, the 
criminal, runs almost no risk. He 
may pretend to eat as he strolls along. 
One bite is enough to break the point 
of the pencil which he has previously 
hidden in a slice of bread. He leaves 
the bit of bread wherever he is to 
Start the fire—cn a pile of cotton, in 
a factory, on the wharves of a port— 
then he peacefully strolls off. a

What the Enemy Must Not Guess. 

During the war great use was made 
of secret correspondence. It often 
happened that such information was 
of use cnly if the enemy did not know 
that it had been discovered. ‘Take, 
for example, just one of these doc- 
uments. It 1s the type. of report 
sent by a resident German = spy in 
Paris to his c'vef. It tells him that 
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Italian front. From this news the 
German general staff must decide: 
(1) To what part of the Italian front? 
(2) Are they shock troops? If so, tn 
what section will a drive take place? 

By referring to the various maps of 
the front and by piecing together va- 
rious bits of information that bear on 
the same point—they are able by the 
process of deduction to decide, with- 
out any chance of error, the exact 
point to which these troops will be 
sent. 

Now let us suppose—as really hap- 
pened—that this report, instead of 
going Straight to its destination, falls 
into the hands of a member of the 
French counter-espionage = system. 
First of all, he should inform the com- 
manding officer of his discovery. 
Then he should deliver the letter in 
such a manner that the enemy will 
never guess that one of his sources 
of information has been discovered. 

Once a spy is “scorched,” there is 
nothing more to fear from him. It 
then becomes the business of those 
whose job it is to thwart him, not to 
arrest, but to watch him. A ‘“‘mouse- 
trap’ is set. In it are caught all who 
get in touch with him, either m_ per- 
son or by correspondence. 

A Little Tip on Soap. 


At the outbreak of hostilities, the 
Germans did not use invisible ink. 
They used, as the case might be, 
onion, or lemon juice, Saliva, or other 
solutions. These liquids, whose prop- 
erties were physical rather than chem- 
ical, might be made visible either by 
iodine vapors or by coloring baths. 

When they discovered that their 
Secret correspondence was constantly 
coming to light, they called in the aid 
of their scientists and early in 1915 
chemical inks began to appear. From 
that time on the composition of in- 
visible inks became more and more 
Scientific. Just the same, by means 
of certain analyzed reagents we ‘al- 
ways succeeded in translating seized 
documents. 

The Germans were never able to 
discover why at this time a consider- 
able number of their agents were ar- 
rested and sent to the dungeons at 
Vincennes. - They attributed these ar- 
rests to treason within their own 
ranks. Will they kindly allow me to 
inform them that those arrests were 
solely due to the clumsiness of their 
Chemists? When you send a spy into 
a foreign country, you should not 
equip him with soap made of potas- 
sium ferrocyanide or toilet water that 
contains lead acetate. 

When most of their 
been arrested, the Germans finally 
realized that their invisible ink held 
no secrets for us. Then they began 


agents had 


the use of solutions of organic silver 
compounds and, when possible, pro- 
teinates (Protargol). We had quite a 
job finding a suitable means of re- 
vealing these. We did it, however, 
by using nitrate of silver (mixed with 
a solvent). There was soon a new 
Slaughter of German agents. 
Incredible Conveyances. 

And. vet those gentlemen took ad- 
mirable pains to protect themselves. 
Neither on their persons nor in their 
luggage was found anything that had 
the slightest resemblance to a vial of 
ink. 

Then it was that M. Bayle—one of 
the great chemists of the age and head 
of the laboratory of criminal identifi- 
cation—succeeded in detecting in 
socks and im shoe laces, a trifling 
amount of silver salt. Each sock con- 
tained but a few milligrams of it, but 
that was enough for a German spy to 
soak it in a glass of water and thus 
to obtain a chemical ink very hard to 
detect. 

The Germans had more up their 
Sleeves. 

One fine day we happened to no- 
tice that several suspicious looking 
people whom we were watching did 
not send certain white handkerchiefs 
to the laundry. We pulled a ‘“‘quiet 
raid’’ on the room of a suspected spy 
who was living in a fashionable hotel 
on the Champs-Elysees. We replaced 
one of these handkerchiefs by another 
that looked just like it. It took three 
months for the great chemist to whom 
we gave the handkerchief for analysis 
to discover what chemical it con- 
tained.

At the 1915 
coronation many thousands of these lacquered cups 
were distributed. In a country where ancestors are 
reverenced, old age has an important value. 

At the Nijo Palace the Emperor remains in resi- 
dence until the ceremonies. In 1915 the trip from 
Tokyo was broken by an overnight stop at Nagoya 
and the same thing will be done this year. 

On of November the coronation takes 
place. Hirohito will make his way to the shrine 
called Shinko-den ‘(Spring Rise Hall) which will 
be built on the palace grounds: for the occasion. 
All Shinto rituals emphasize purity. In every con- 
ceivable place new material is used. Thus the cloth- 
ing and buildings are usually made for the exclusive 
purpose. For the same reason, purity, the builders 
and participants of the various ceremonies, in fact, 
all having to do with the ceremonies in any way, 
undergo special purification acts. This means that 
not only the Emperor and the priests, but the cooks 
and the distillers, who fashion the silk for 
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the robes and those who- build the sanctuaries, al] 
are “purified” for their duties. 

Heavy, pure white silk is used in the robes of the 
emperor for part of the ceremonies. These are fash- 
ioned after the old native Japanese styles. The silk 
has a woven pattern made up of the phoenix, grif- 
fin, bamboo and The phoenix is a 
legendary bird which appears only during the reign 
of a wise ruler.

Shinko-den. Outside building on either 
side of a wide approaching aisle two long pavilions 
have been erected, with the invited guests. 
the march to Shinko-den 
invisible, even to these privileged. 
The Emperor enters the shrine alone. Here in the 
presence of the Sacred he announces to 
his Imperial Ancestors that he, the rightful heir, is 
in possession, of the Sacred Treasures and is about 
to ascend the throne. This is purely a religious 
ritual. He makes a holy promise in the nature of 
a prayer that his reign will be patterned after the 
virtues symbolized in the three insignia. On his 
emergence from the shrine, cannon announce the 
accession and the whole nation rejoices. 

Medals are struck to commemorate the event and 
bear suitable decorations of the traditional sort. 
One of these medals is presented to each .invited 
guest as a souvenir of the honor that has come to 
him and curiously enough, the right to wear the 
medal is inheritable. The are invited with 
the traditional rigid etiquette in mind. Among those 
are representatives of foreign powers, 
princes of the blood, holders of decorations (this 
includes foreign holders of Japanese decorations 
direct appointees, citizens of the rank of 
ichii, ducal rank, president and vice-president of 
the Diet and the prefectural councils. At the coro- 
nation of Taisho Tenno in 1915 there about 
1,700 persons present.

You hear conversations between man 
and wie in America which are frank- 
ly astounding ‘to English ears, but 
American males evidently take the 
drubbing as meekly as lambs. They 
even boast that their wives run them. 
In fact, the astonishing thing to an 
Englishman is that women seem to 
have a half contemptuous feeling for 
the American man,.. and _ figuratively 
speaking, box his ears and tell him 
to run along. They are hard-boiled, 
not on the surface, like Englishwom- 
en, but at the core. The younger gen- 
eration of American women not only 
inherit this from their mothers but 
add to it of their own accord by go- 
ing into business and staying in itt, 
even after they marry, for a time at 
least; ant by ignoring sex tension, ex- 
cept in their dress, which is now so 
familiar in its exposures, that it, too, 
has PFecome somewhat tensionless. 

Europeans believe that we are 
hardening young women to work, to 
daily contact with man, to all the 
vices of men, plus all the feminine 
vices. They are earning their own 
way, not only becoming cocky on 
that account, but because they often 
earn more than the young men of 
their own age. They take from man 
such old-fashioned American chivalry 
as in his bewilderment he still offers 
or can be bullied into yielding, and at 
the same time demand equality. Their 
contact with business, so far as I have 
been able to observe, makes’ them 
harder than it does men and takes 
from them at least some of the grace 
that man has always looked fer in 
women. 1 am, of course, generaliz- 
ing very dangerously. 

This is the way my English f:iend 
phrased it: “I find that I’ve had to 
revise my Ideas of American men. 
Your traditions of captains of indus- 
try and men of action raised expecta- 
lions of a breed of young American 
men who were virile sons of their 
fathers. But, instead, I’ve met a lot 
of young men, east, west, south and 
north, who seemed rather pallid and 
namby-pamby to me, on the whole. 
Probably I didn’t meet enough of 
them to judge quite fairly, but that’s 
my impression. They seemed to be 
flushed with a kind of bravura, but 
it was a pretty transparent coating. 
Frank!, they seemed soft. Most of 
them seemed in desperate fear that 
they would be classified as ‘Babbits’ 
or Rotarian business men and ap- 
peared to be very much contused as 
to where they were going. The young 
woman seemed more virile to me than 
the voung men, and they certainly 
Seemed more intelligent.

Mounted at each angle of 
the roof and on the peak is a golden 
cock, as a reward for the important 
part tue cock played by crowing when 
the Sun-Goddess appeared. 

The premier, as representative of 
the assemblage, approaches the throne 
and makes a deep obeisance. -At this 
signal the Emperor reads his first for- 
mal rescript, which again is an an- 
nouncement of his accession and a 
reiteration of his pledge. Thus he 
makes a solemn promise not only to 
his ancestors but to his subjects also. 
At the conclusion the premier ascends 
the dais and makes a reply for the 
people, in which he acknowledges 
that the Emperor displays the desired 
qualities so beautifully symbolized tn 
the Sacred Treasures. He assures the 
Emperor that the people are loyal. At 
this ceremony the actual accession Is 
completed. 

The third ceremony departs from 
the first two in that the Emperor is 
an observer. Af the time of the re- 
appearance of Amaterasu, the Sun- 
Goddess, it was a dance that really 
brought her out of the cave and put 
an end to the dreaded eclipse. -That 
dance has come dowua through the re- 
ligious history of Japan and appears 
n Shinto rituals. t is always per- 
This Ka-

formed at the coronation. 


gura dance, as it is called, has devel- 


oped into a pantomimic dance that 
portrays dramatically many of the 
high spots in the adveniures of Jap- 
anese heroes. It lasts about ten. hours 
and is performed by several dancers. 
The graceful posturing is enacted be- 
fore the Kashikodokoro. 

In the fourth ceremony the Em- 
peror again becomes the protagonist 


This event is calf!:d the Chin Konsai 
(Ritual of Soul Pacification). The 
simplicity of the symbolism sti s the 
fancy, perhaps, even more than the 
others. The Emperor stands in his 
heavy padded silk robes and slowly 
turns about. At each of the eight 
points of the compass he pauses and 
shades his robes in order that he may 
free himself from all impurities. By 
this act he gains peace of soul, and 
thus cleansed, he is able to commence 
a righteous and prosperous reign. 
There is sometning charming in this, 
as though the spotless white silk gain- 


ed purity from the will of its wearer. - 


The fifth ceremony takes us back 
to primitive Shinto ritual. It is called 
the Daijosai, or Thanksgiving. The 
Emperor performs the thanksgiving 
in the strictest solitude. For the pur- 
pose, a building which we would de- 
scribe as a log cabin, is put up. It is 
made of the rudest wooden material, 
joined by wooden pegs and bound to- 
gether by vines. Standing as it does 
on sanctified ground, lighted by un- 
certain flickering pine torches, the 
humble nature of the Emperor’s com- 
munion with his ancestors is empha- 
sized. He wears pure white raw silk, 
because that is the purest material 
known. He remains throughout the 
night, first feasting with his imperial 
ancestors and then praying. 

Two banquets, one purely Japa- 
nese and the other European in every 
detail, are celebrated after the cere- 
monies. 

On November 20 the Emperor 
starts his visit to the various shrines. 
The first visit is to the Shrine of. Ise. 
This is a purely Shinto shrine, which 
has been undesiled by other creeds. 
It is dedicated to the Sun-Goddess 
and, as memtioned above, holds. witi- 
in its sacred walls the Sacred Mirror 
and the very sacred image of the god- 
dess. The shrine of the first em- 
péeror, Jimmu Tenno, will also receive 
a visit. Other shrines which the Em- 
peror visits are the shrines of Meiji 
(his own grandfather), Kome!, at 
Ninko. He then returns, on the twen- 
ty-sixth, to Here again 
performs religious ceremonies, 
time at the sanctua:ies within the Im- 
perial Palace.

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day when a big percentage of the sons 
of locomotive engineers go to col- 
ege; a day when education is all 
but free and purchasable in pellets 
and packages delivered at your door, 
like milk; offered in capsules of even- 
ing courses, Summer courses, mail-or- 
der courses in a rainbow-like variety 
of specialized, vocational technique. 
This is a day of plenty of work, 
mounting wages and declining prices; 
a day when it is a commonplace for 
the workingman to make more than 
the intellectual. This is a day when 
20,000,000 Amervican peop'te have 
surplus wealth and provide luxury 
and education for their sons and 
daughters. Young men in such an 
age and in such luxurious environ- 
ment just naturally and _ inevitably 
soften. Iron necessity does not touch 
them to give hardness; competent, 
prosperous parents provide a cushion 
—sometimes fatally soft—against the 
buffetings of life. These voung men 
will no more be like the c@ American 
captain of industry bred in sturdy 
forcefulness than will our presidents 
be born out of log cabins as of yore. 


And then there is another possibly 
insidicus force at work—so many of 
our young men are “‘sicklied o’er with 
the pale cast of thought.” Those 
with ‘“‘inerovert’”’ tendencies of greater 
interest in bookish, abstract things, 
and a youth defective in manual and 
athletic interests, have formed a cult. 
And as the printed word upon which 
this cult specializes is so potent in 
America, it has succeeded in creating 
a ‘‘young intellectual” aristocracy of 
sorts, with a neeative, critical, satiri- 
cal, theoretical outlook on life which 
disowns the male man-of-action tra- 
dition. 

As a result, in this distinctly objec- 
tive age of science and action, these 
young intellectuals find themselves 
almost aliens in their own country, 
rebels against the entire American 
economic system, which is still in 
large degree virile and dynamic. 
These undynamic, softer young men, 
whose feminized sensibilities are 
Shocked at every turn of our still 
crude and kinetic American civiliza- 
tion, like the hard modern woman. 

In their turn, the hard young wom- 
en like the delicate young men. A 
woman columnist said the other day 
that the reason young women seem 
not interested in prizefights is be- 
cause they no longer thrill at physical 
strength in men; that the new male 
ideal of these robust feminine crea- 
tures of today is more than likely to 
be some pallid, horn-rim eye-glassed 
young intellectual, talking vaguely 
and dreamily about Proust. 

Industrially speaking, America is 
now becoming markedly less robustly 
individualistic. The ‘‘Napoleon” or 
capiain of industry tradition is out- 
moded, and there is a marked ten- 
dency to consolidate and cooperate;

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Gumbo, an Institution in New Orleans, Along With Drip Coffee and Pralines; 
May Be Variously Made---Success Comes Oftenest to Cook 


HERE is an old saying that all 
is fair in Igve and hash. ‘his 
may also be said of gumbo. 
Ii takes two or three genera- 
tions to make a gentlemen, 
mer a wemes «a Creole. to 

make gumbo. 

What is gumbo? |. It 
that one always wants to eat again, 
and also know how to make. It Is 
essentially French in origin and js 
practically unknown outside of Lou- 
isiana. It really is a close relation to 
a thick soup, containing both meat 
and vegetables and served in % soup 
plate over rice cooked very dry. it 
is a most nourishing dish and one 
can easily get all the necessary food 
elements for a complete meal trom a 
large plate of gumbo. Througheut 
Louisiana it is guite an institution. It 
is the housekeeper’s salvation on Fri- 
day when fish or some form of sea 
food is usually served instead of red 
meat. teen a good) rich crab or 
shrimp gumbo makes the chiet dish 
for the dinner. 

No one knows Where or when 
gumbo first originated, but all who 
eat it are thankful for the clever cook 
who first made it and gave it as a 
heritage to a hungry world. 

to be a successtul gumbo maker 
One must first be equipped with an 
iron pot. One of a good size, too. 
They can be had in the style with a 
handle across the top or a kind of 
Stewpan with a handle to the side. 
The cooks will tell you that nothing 
gives gumbo the proper flavor but the 
Iron pot. 

The next essential is a chopping 
board, accompanied by a very sharp 
little knite. The vegetables must he 
cut and chopped very tine for the 
gumbo, especially those used tor -sea- 
soning. Then there must be a large 
basting spoon for measuring and stir- 
ring purposes. 

In making gumbo, ‘and in

Certaim gumbo experts claim that a 
real bona tide gumbo must be thick- 
ened either with okra or file powder, 
but others place their reliance in rou 
as the most important tactor in mak- 
ing good gumbo. A rou is a mixture 
of tlour and—oil or some kind of tat 
put into the famous iron pot atter said 
pot nas become hot, then stirred care- 
fully until it has formed a smooth 
brown miature. This then forms the 
cornerstone for some. gumbos. 

There are innumerable varieties of 
gumbo. Creole gumbo, crab gumbo, 
chicken gumbo, gumbo file, cabbage 
gumbo, okra gumbo, ovster gumbo, 
gumbo with herbs, and so on ad in- 
finitum. But these are most widely 
known kinds. 

In these davs of pertected market- 
ing anvone in any section of the coun- 
try can get the ingredients to make 
some kind of gumbo at any season. 
There is a kind to fit every taste and 
every market, although it was for- 
merly thought that many of the in- 
gredients could be procured = only 
from the French market in New Or- 
Jeans.

File ts a 
powder of dark green color and a de- 
licious herby fragrance Of Sassafras 
extraction, though few persons know 
it. It is-used sparingly, and added 
slowly to the liquid to give it a thick- 
ness or body and mysterious, in- 
triguing flavor. 

No Creole cook ever uses. old 
onions if she can get fresh. green 
onions of shallots to season. her 
gumbo. She uses all the white parts 
of them and a little of the green. And 
to strengthen and back up this onion 
flavor there is always a little garlic 


added—not too much, as garlic is a 
character of great force odoriterously 
—just enough chopped fine, to give 
a mere suspicion of its presence in 
the tood. 

The Creoles like highly seasoned 
food, but that is a matter to be lett 
to the taste of the individual and the 
very hot pepper can be left out and 
only black pepper used. But as a 
rule, red pepper. A generous amount 
of salt is also added. Their instruc- 
tions are “salt and pepper to taste.” 

The rice plays an important part in 
the success of the gumbo. No good 


serves rice unless it <‘s 
cooked dry. In order to obtain this 
dryness care must be taken in the 
cooking of it. After washing the rice, 
put it into a double boiler, using about 
four times as much boiling water as 
rice. Add a small: quantity of sale. 
Let this cook until a grain will mash 
easily between the fingers. Take 
from the fire, pour into a collander 
and hold it under the cold water fau- 
cet, washing out-as much of the 
starch as possible. Leave the rice 
in the collander and place it over a 
vessel of boiling water and steam it

until every grain is dry enough to 
Stand alone. Then you have the 
proper consort for your gumbo. 

Several good recipes for various 
kinds of gumbo follow: 


Gumbo File. 


fanerepoons cooking. oil. 

1-2 pound of veal stew meat. 

1-2 slice smoked ham. 

1 tablespoon flour. 

2 green onions chopped fine. 
Small piece of garlic chopped 
fine. Black pepper, hot pepper, 
and salt to taste. 
tablespoons file powder. 
big cups boiling water. 

Fry the veal and ham very brown. 
Make a rou of the flour and cooking 
oil and add to the meat. Add onion, 
garlic, seasoning and water and let 
cook for about one hour. Turn off 
the fire and slowly drop the file into 
the liquid, stirring all the time. It 
must not be warmed after putting the 
file in. It is then ready to serve with 
rice or if preferred without it. But 
the rice makes it much more palat- 
able. This should serve from four 
to six people. 


Gumbo and Herbs. 


4 15-cent bunch of gumbo herbs, 
which consists of cabbage, mus- 
tard, lettuce, turnip tops, beet 
tops, spinach and several green 
onions. 

1-2 pound of pork brisket. 

2 tablespoons of cooking oil. 

4 tablespoons of flour. 

Small. bit of garlic. 

Salt, hot and black pepper to taste. 

8 cups of boiling water. 
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Creole Gumbos 


Wash the greens thoroughly and 
pick from the stem. Boil in clear wa- 
ter until tender. Drain and be sure 
to save the water and then chop fine. 

Cut pork into small pieces and fry 
until brown. Remove from the pot. 

Put the flour and oil into the pot 
and make arou. Then add to this the 
chopped g-eens, the meat, _ garlic, 
chopped fine, and the salt and pep- 
per. Stir constantly and allow to 
cook for fifteen minutes. Add the 
water to this and cook slowly, cover- 
ed, for one and a half heurs. Stir 
occasionally. Serve with dry, cook- 
ed rice.

Small quantity of parsley chopped 
fine. 

Salt and pepper .to taste. 

8 cups boiling water. 


Make a rou of the flour and butter 
and let it get very brown. Add to the 
rou the shallots and let them cook a 
few minutes. When this has become 
brown add the garlic to the oysters 
and the liquor and let them cook for 
ten minutes. Add water and let it 
cook for ten minutes. Just about five 
minutes before serving put in the 
parsiey. In each soup plate put one 
tablespoon of evaporated milk just 
before putting the gumbo into the 
plate.

Crab Gumbo. 


4 hard-shell crabs. 

1 pound shrimp. 

Small slice of raw ham. 

Several slices of bacon. 

2 tablespoons cooking oil. 

2 tablespoons flour. 

Several gren onions and_= small 
clove or garlic, chopped fine. 

1 pound okra, cut smail. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Quart and a half of boiling water. 

{ can tomato paste or small can 
of tomatoes. 


Cut crabs imto pieces; each crab 


will make four to six pieces.. Also cut 
ham and bacon into small pieces. 
Make a rou of the flour and oil in a 
pot. When brown add bacon and 


ham. Cook for a few minutes and 
add crab and shrimp. Let this mix- 
fure cook until it becomes a good 
brown. Add onion and garlic with 
the crab and shrimp. Pour in water 
Slowly, then add the okra, tomato 
paste and seasoning and let it cook 
Slowly, stirring frequently for about 
an hour, or until it begins to thicken. 
A lid should be kept on the pot. Serve 
hot with dry, cooked rice. If it gets 
too thick more water can be added. 


Turkey Gumbo. 


The remains of a turkey. 
1-2 pound of lean ham. 
tablespoons of butter. 
bay leaf. 
sprigs of parsley. 
dozen oysters. 
large onion. 
sprig of thyme. 


2 quarts of oyster juice. 

1-2 pod of red pepper, 

seeds. 

Salt, pepper and cayenne to taste. 

Nothing is ever lost in a well regu- 
lated Creole kitchen. When turkey 
is served one day the remains ofr 
left-overs are saved and made into 
that excellent dish, turkey gumbo. 
Strip turkey meat, dark and_ light, 
from the bones. Chop fine and add 
to the hot butter, then put in the 
ham. Cover closely and fry for five 
or ten minutes. Then add_ onion, 
parsley and thyme, stirring occasion- 
ally to prevent burning. When nice- 
ly browned add the boiling water. 
Throw in the bones and carcass of 
the turkey; also add the bay leaf, red 
pepper and seasonings, At the proper 
time (about an hour later) remove 
the bones, add the oysters, and serve 
with rice, cooked dry. © 

Creole Gumbo. 

Clean a young chicken, cut in 
pieces and try in hot lard. Adda 
large sliced onion, a spoonful of 
flour, two dozen boiled shrimp, two 
dozen oysters and a few pieces of 
ham. Fry all together and when 
brown add a quart and a half of wa- 
ter and let simmer for an hour. Sea- 
son with choped parsley, salt and 
strong pepper. Just before removing 
from the fire ‘stir in quickly a tea- 
spoontul of the powdered file. Take 
away immedfately and pour into a 
tureen. Serve hot with rice cooked 
dry.

contain some 2,000 pounds worth of 
coupons stolen by the gang on a for- 
mer trip.

tius fixed the date 500; 
to 780; 
in 1000 to end the world; 
dated the end of the world at 
the Dutch set a date in the seven- 
teenth century, in Amsterdam, Hol- 
land; the fifth monarchy in England 
accepted the same date; Napier, the 
Scotch mathematician, set 1688; 
Whiston fixed 1715, and later 1734; 
Bengel, Biblical scholar, gave 1836; 
Miller, 1843; and now one Baker has 
discovered the true date, and is only 
waiting further confirmation to pro- 
claim it. 

Soon after the opening of the tenth 
century the alarmists began to cry 
aloud, ‘‘The end of the worid in the 
year 1000;” and ere long the whole 
earth was full of the old pessimism. 

Such a hold did this heresy gain 
in Europe that its deluded victims be- 
came fanatical. Men deserted their 
households and women their helpless 
children, entailing suffering, starva- 
tion end death, on the ground that 
the only important thing remaining 
was to prepare for the end. Chris- 
tians everywhere were involved in the 
suffering through the teaching that 
Jesus would return with the ushering 
in of the year 1000. Many, like the 
Thessalonians of old, ceased all labor, 
sold or gave away their possessions, 
and idly ‘‘waited’’ for the appearing 
of the Son of God in a physical body. 

Professor Totten, of Yale univer- 
sity, finally settled on the month of 
July, 1899, as.the date for the com- 
ing of Christ in jucgment to fulfill the 
‘“‘blood-to-the-biidle’’ prophecy. 

The ‘‘Holy Ghosters’’ of Duxbury, 
Mass., on September 24, 1909, wait- 
ed in white robs 's throughout the day 
and night In expectation of the second 
coming of C ~hrist and the end of the 
world to all but themselves. 

John Wesley in his movement had 
to contend with enthusiasts who pre- 
dicted an early approach of the end 
of the world. In 1762, George Bell, 
one of Wesley’s lay-workers in Lon- 
den, began to teach that the world 
would end on the 28th of February

clung 


cf the following year. Many joined 
him in this belief and quite an agita- 
tion spread throughout Wesley’s Lon- 
don societies; so much so that Wes- 
ley had to withstand the teaching both 
In private and in public. The enthu- 
Siasts not caring for Wesley’s rebukes, 
withdrew in January and February of 
1763 from Methodism. 

After the Napoleonic wars Europe 
was again In agony and turmoil—a 
likely period for a revival of the 
teaching of the imminence of the sec- 
ond coming. And, lo, the Irvingites 
arose in Great Britain in 1830. The 
leader, Edward Irving, had been a 
nunister of the Church of Scotland, 
whose study of the Apocalyptic litera- 
ture led him to believe the times were 
ripe for the second coming. He be- 
gan announcing his conviction in 
1825 at his church in London. Feol- 
lowers in large numbers surrounded 
him. Speaking with tongués and 
other emotional manifestations mark- 
ed the gatherings of the Irvingites, 
only confirming them in their beliefs 
that God was preparing the waiting 
church for the return of her Lord. 

When Miller predicted the end of 
the world in 1842, fifty thousand peo- 
ple were misled. A terrible reaction 
followed the failure of the prophecy. 
Some went crazy, and some lost faith 
in the Bible. Among the favorite years 
fixed upon just before and since that 
time were 1835, 1838, 1839, 1844, 
i866, 1867, 1870, 1873 and 1874. 
The prophecies. already extend to 
1927. -Russell predicted that the in- 
Stallation of Israel over the kingdom 
of God, and the age of universal 
peace would begin in ~~ 1914. ° This 
was a very glaring miss, but the Rus- 
sellites are not easily discouraged. 
The following prophecy has been 
worked out with much contidence, 
and, of course, figures cannot le. The 
present European war was prophesied 
In St. John’s Revelation. The beast 
with seven heads and ten crowns is 
the kaiser himself. The ten crowns 
mean the monarchies or duchies com- 
posing the German empire, while the 


seven heads are none other than the 
seven kings of the Hohenzollern dy- 
nasty. The beast is represented as 
raging for three years and a half dur- 
ing which time Germany is destined 
to devastate the- world with her in- 
human force. Three years and a half 
from August, 1914, would have 
brought the war to a close in- Febru- 
ary, 1918. Some more figuring will 
have to be done. 

Adventism is in the form of Mone 
lanism, was the first heresy condemn- 
ed by a church council, the synodical 
council in Asia Minor, 178 A. D. It 
is found in no historical creed of the 
church. Formerly some scholars, 
such as Meyer, Godet and Trench, 
held this doctrine, but no man of like 
scholarship today. The historical 
treatment of the Scriptures, the re- 
cent study of Jewish apolalyptic lit- 
erature and modern science have 
thrown the doctrine into hopeless dis- 
harmony with present-day scholar 
ship. 

The International Theological Lie 
brary, the International Critical Come 
mentary, the Expositor’s Greek Testa- 
ment, Hasting’s Dictionary of the 
Bible and the Dictionary of Religion 
and Ethics are all against this theory. 
It tinds its advo cates for the most 
part today among men of the most 
meager scholarship. 

Dr. James H. Snowden writes: “‘ 
recently wrote to and received offi- 
citl replies from twenty-eight theolo- 
gical seminaries, the leading institu- 
tions in eight prominent denomina- 
tions. In the faculties of these twen- 
ty-eight institutions, there are at the 
present time two hundred and thirty- 
six professors in the various chairs of 
theological learning, and of these only 
seven are pre-millennialists. Pre-mil- 
lennialism is going the way of other 
obsolete theories. that cannot stand 
our. modern light. It is a relic of 
Jewish eschatology that is out of 
touch with its modern environment 
and cannot survive. This survival of 
by-gone ways of thinking is being 
relegated to the scrap heap of discard- 
ed theories,

When a criminal court claims to ane 
ticipate the judgment of the Great As- 
size in the case of a hooligan convict- 
ed of some vulgar act of violence, the 
silliness and profanity of the claim 
may pass unnoticed. But when the 
‘punishment of crime’’ system is ap- 
plied to criminals of the type here de- 
scribed, the imbecility of it must be 
apparent to all. With such men crime 
is the ‘‘business of. their lives.”’ They 
delight in it. Their zest never flags, 
even in old age. What leads men like 
Raymond to risk a sentence of penal 
servitude is not a sense of want—that 
is a forgotten memory. Nor is it even 
a craving for filthy lucre. The con- 
trolling a conscience, it is not easy to 
estimate every great criminal as a 
thorough sportsman. And in the case 
of a man who is free from the weak- 
ness of having a conscience, it is not 
easy to estimate the fascination of a 
life of crime. Fancy the long-sustain- 
ed excitement of planning and execul- 
ing crimes like Raymond’s.
